“This is too sudden,” said William 
J. Brayn, with a laugh, when he was 
told Monday in Berlin of the adoption 
of resolutions favoring his nomination 
for the presidency of the United States 
in 1908. “This is the first announce- 
ment of this news to me,” Mr. Bryan 
continued. “I have been off the main 
caravan route for some time and have 
been absorbed in what I have been see- 
ing and doing.” 

Mr. Bryan had been moving so rapid- 
ly since he left Vienna on Saturday 
that letters and telegrams for him did 
not reach him until Monday. As to 
the possibility of his nomination, he 
had little to say, declaring it is too 
early to speak of that question, but, 
taking up the subject of the political 
requirements, he said : 

“Before leaving home I tried to dis- 
tinguish between democracy and what 
can properly be called socialism. 
Democracy recognizes competition as 
legitimate, and tries to protect the 
competitive principle from attack. 
Socialism sees competition as an evil to 
be eliminated by public ownership and 
operation of all means of production 
andl distribution. While this distinc- 
tion between Democracy and socialism 
should not be overlooked, the Demo- 
cratic platform must be one of prog- 
ress and reform, and not merely of or- 
position to Republican policies or So- 
cialistic ideas. In our nght for the ab- 
solute elimination of private monopo- 
lies. and for the regulation of corpora- 
tions in general, it is necessary that 
the party shall be free from any sus- 
picion of alliance with the corporate 
interests that have been dominating 
American politics. To this end cam- 
paign contributions must be limited to 
those who have the public interest to 
advance. I trust that public sentiment 
will require all parties to keep their 
books open so that hereafter no party 
will be under private obligations to 
sheild corporate offenders.”

So much encouragement has been 
given Hubert Vreeland, our present ac- 
tive aand progressive young Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, to offer himself 
again as a candidate for a State office, 
that after mature consideration he has 
decided to become a candidate for 
Secretary of State.

Criminal Docket Called — Grand 

J ury Has Already Made Three 
lieports — Number of In- 
dictments Filed. 

Bourbon Circuit Court reconvened 
Tuesday morning. Judge R. L. Stout 
called the criminal docket, the first case 
being that of D. D. Connors, for per- 
mitting a game of craps on his premises 
and in connection with his saloon. He 
plead guilty and was fined $500 and his 
saloon license revoked. 

H. J. McClure, for carrying concealed 
deadly weapons, plead guilty and was 
assessed $25 and ten days in jail. 

The case against Newton Current, 
upon the charge of gaming, was then 
gone into, resulting in a hung jury. 

The case of C. D. Lucas, on the same 
charge was entered into, resulting in 
hung jury. 

The grand jury on Wednesday 
brought in an indictment against Dr. 
W. H. Current for feloniously setting 
up and operating a poker game. This 
is the first instance where the felony 
statue for gaming has been used in this 
county. Dr. Current is the father of 
Newton Current, one of the proprietors 
of^the Turf Exchange and Cafe, and is 
a cancer specialist of considerable note. 
He had a suite of rooms over the place. 
He is an old Confederate soldier, past 
sixty and in declining health. 

Other indictments filed were : Cor- 

nelius Hickman, willful murder; Abe 
Brow'ning, grand larceny ; Will Fisher, 
willful and malicious ‘shooting ; Jesse 
Lewis, horse stealing ; Robert Gibson 
unlawfully and feloniously detaining a 
woman; John English, willful and 
malicious shooting ; same, carrying con- 
cealed weapons ; Nat Gay, willful and 
malicious shooting; same, unlawfully 
holding and pointing a deadly weapon ; 
same, carrying 7^'concealed ’’^'^deadly 
weapons ; Aaron Kenney,"" housebreak- 
ing. 

The following cases 'were disposed 
of Wednesday. Hugh Alexander plead 
guilty to the charge of selling liquor to 
a minor and was given a fine of $50. 
Porter & George, on a similar charge, 
were fined $50 each on two counts. 

JThe case of 0. H. PeddicorJ, indicted 
for suffering gaming, was then called 
and resulted in’a verdict of guilty, the 
fine being placed at $500 and a revoca- 
tion of saloon license. 

John Froggy Taylor, a negro fron} 
Millersburg, was then placed on trial 
for shooting and wounding without kill- 
ing Walker Allen, a negro, from the 
same place. The jury rendered a ver- 
dict of not guilty. 

From the above proceedings in Court 
it will be seen that two saloons are 
practically put out of business, or the 
present proprietors at leas t. T he re- 
form movement or rath^^the eriforT^ 
ment of the law in this community be- 
gan on last January 1st, when Mayor 
O’Brien was sworn into office, his first 
official act was ordering the saloons to 
close. Closely following the newly 
elected County Attorney T. E. Moore, 
Jr., made a statement that all gam- 
bling must cease in this community, 
and it now seems that Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Franklin has taken hold of i 
the reins and is driving hard, determin- 
ed to win out for the law and order. 
The move started is not waning but 
looks as if it would be carried on to a 
finish. 

The trial of H. J. McClure for sheet- 
ing and wounding occupied the entire 
day yesterday in court. The instruc- 
tions will be given to the jury this 
morning.

Tlea to hedges and fences, straw Is yet 
again used by surreyors as a guide in 
measuring allotments. 

To denote when roads which are the 
property of the crown are closed to 
vehicular trutflc large bundles of straw 
are suspended at each end of the thor- 
oughfare. Fastened to a pole stuck in 
a newly sown field, a bundle of straw 
serves as a scarecrow. Secured to the 
roof of a farmhouse in many parts of 
Ireland, it is an invitation to passersby 
to enter and drink the health of the 
bride and bridegroom who are within.

! When a farm servant in Perthshire 
and other parts of Scotland is seeking 
a new situation he doesn’t advertise in 
the local newspaper or even apply to 
farmers in the neigborhood. He just 
waits for “feeing” day, as the market 
at Lady day and Michaelmas is called. 
Then, with a wisp of straw either be- 
tween his teeth or in his hat, he strolls 
up and down the market place. 

I That piece of straw serves the pur- 
pose of a sandwich board. Without a 
word being uttered, it is a sufficient in- 
timation that its bearer is a plowman, 
stableman or other farm worker and Is 
seeking employment with a new mas- 
ter. A similar custom still prevails in 
the north of England and in some parts 
of Ireland. 

Straw as a sign that certain things 
are “for sale” is frequently used. 
Plaited into a horse’s tail, with the end 
curled up, it has such a meaning, but 
when the plait is partly unwound and 
allowed to hang downward it denotes 
that the horse has recently changed 
ownership. 

! A wisp of straw fastened to the 
mainmast of a fishing boat or a pleas- 
ure yacht in many districts is a sign 
that its owner is desirous of selling it 
On the Thames watermen place straw 
in the sterns of their craft for sale. 

Dealers in fowls and eggs in the 
north of Ireland know without any 
waste of time whether farmers have 
any of the produce they seek to buy. 
Farmers having these for sale erect a 
pole, with straw tied to Its top, on their 
grounds as near as possible to a public 
road. Cheeses when sold at Chester’s 
and other cheese fairs can instantly be 
detected by the handful of straw on 
top of them. 

I An even more popular use for straw 
is as a warning of danger. When 
bridges ere being repaired It is custom- 
ary to bang a bundle of straw from an 
arch so that those passing beneath it 
shall be warned against falling bricks 
and such like debris. 
f A few w’lsps tied to a horse’s tail de- 
notes that it is a “kicker,” while straw 
for the same purpose is tied to its stall 
post in the stable. To warn pedestrians 
who would cross a pathway running 
through their fields that a vicious bull 
Is grazing there, Kent faii’mers fast^ 
a bundle of straw to the gate leading 
to It. Some farmers also give further 
warning by tying straw to the horns of 
the bad tempered animal. 

, Tramps In the south of Ireland fight 
ehy of entering farmyards whose gates 
ere adorned with wisps of straw. ^It is 
eufficient notice that fierce watchdogs 
are kept for tramps and trespassers. 
As a warning to skaters in the Fen dis- 
tricts straw is strewn about broken 
and dangerous ice, and should there be 
any holes in its otherwise sound sur- 
face these are marked by straw being 
etuck lengthwise into them. 

Londoners frequently meet with 
straw as a sign of warning. When 
wood paving is being repaired or the 
pathway is being dug up for any pur- 
pose iron rods to which a rope is at- 
tached mark off the dangerous area. 
♦Very often a wisp of straw is fastened 
to each rod as a further precaution to 
pedestrians. 'Without the straw, if the 
background were dark and the day 
were dull, shortsighted and absent- 
minded people might not be aware of 
their danger till the ropes were reach- 
ed. Straw, too, is frequently hung out- 
side a warehouse to denote that the 
crane is being used and to so warn 
passersby. 

f Huntsmen In the home counties know 
directly they see straw tied to the top 
of a tall red pole to “ 'ware barbed 
,wire.*' To warn hunting parties off 
fields newly sown with wheat or clover 
roots it is customary also with farm- 
ers In central and northern England to 
bind bundles of straw to their fences 
And hedges. 

1 During the shooting season on the 
big Yorkshire moors tall sticks are 
placed at intervals along the pathways 
that traverse the gorse and ling and 
decorated with wisps of straw. It is a 
warning to the peasantry that the 
“sporting gentry” are out shooting and 
that there is danger in crossing these 
particular paths. Miners frequently 
warn their comrades of dangerous 
parts of the workings by throwing 
etraw about the ground, 
i In Germany workmen repairing the 
roofs of houses hang a bundle of straw 
from the top window as a danger sig- 
nal to passersby, while bricklayers in 
^Norway and Denmark tie a similar 
bundle to the top of a scaffold pole to 
*ignify that the chimney pots are set 
and their work is finished. In this 
country it is customary in fixing fire^ 
places in new bouses to place straw 
within the grate. This denotes that 
the masonry is not sufficiently dry to 
(Withstand the heat of a fire, 
i A bundle of straw left In a field In 
fiussex is a sign that the gleaners are 
not yet allo'^ed to gather the corn left 
by the reapers. 'When wheat is being

cures me warrants issueu oy tne upper 
chamber for the arrest of the persous 
who have been adjudged guilty of a 
breach of its privileges or a contempt 
of its dignities. But in these days the 
curiosity of the public or its love of 
sensation is never piqued by the ap- 
pearance of Black Rod in the role of 
a policeman. Indeed, it is nearly a 
coiitnry now since a poor, trembling 
wretch stoo<l, in the custody of Black 
Itod, at the bar of the bouse of lords, 
charged with having outraged its aw- 
ful majesty. He was a tradesman of 
Westminster. 

One winter evening, after he had put 
up the shutters of his shop, he strolled 
across Old Palace yard to hear a de- 
bate in the house of lords. He had 
with liim an umbrella, which he depos- 
ited in the charge of one of the door- 
keepers before he entered the stran- 
gers’ gallery. He never saw the arti- 
cle again. Another stranger, yielding 
lo a too common weakness of frail hu- 
Dianity, carried it off while its rightful 
Dwuer, trustful of the might of the im- 
perial parliament to protect, at least 
within its own sacred precincts, the 
property of its subjects, was drinking 
In political "wisdom from the lips per- 
haps of the Duke of Wellington. 

The tradesman of Westminster was 
aaturally indignant over the loss of his 
umbrella, but the expression of his 
feelings assumed a form highly sub- 
versive of the ancient privileges of 
parliament. He nctually issued a proc- 
ess against the doorkeeper of the house 
of lords for the recovery of the value 
of the lost article. This was more 
than the house of lords could stand. 
One of its doorkeepers summoned to 
appear as a defendant In a court of 
law! Black Rod was dispatclied to ar- 
rest the during shopkeeper, who was 
brought fortliwith to the bur and 
soundly rated by ’the lord chancellor 
on bis presumption in outraging the 
Jiguities of the house of lords because 
of the loss of a miserable umbrella. 
Happily he was not consigned to the 
tower. He humbly apologized for his 
conduct, promised to take no further 
iction against the doorkeeper and aft- 
er anotlier severe reiirimaud was es- 
corted by Black Rod to Old Palace 
rard and there discharged. That was 
the last public appearauce of Black 
Rod as the executive officer of tlie 
bouse of lords.— London Chronicle. 



A Storm Above the Clonda. 

Professor John Wise, the eminent 
aeronaut, wlio lost his life in making 
a balloon ascension on Pejit. 28, 1871), 
gave the following description of a 
thunderstorm which he once viewed 
from the “top side:” “The view of a 
stormcloiid from above is one of the 
most interesting sights ever beheld by 
mortal man. A storm viewed from 
above the clouds has the appearance 
of ebullition. The upper surface of the 
cloud is bulged upward and outward 
and has the resemblance of a vast sea 
of boiling, upheaving snow. Immedi- 
ately above the stormcloiid the air is 
not so cold as it is in the clearer at- 
mosphere above or in the cloud itself. 
The falling of tlie rain can be distinct- 
ly heard, making a noise like a water- 
fall over a precipice. The thunder 
heard above a stormcloiid is not loud, 
and the flashes of lightning appear like 
streaks of intensely white liglit on the 
surface of the gray colored vapor.”

Washington, June 14.— Just when 
everybody believed that the most vexed 
’ piece of legislation was well out of the 
' way, the rate bill has been returned to 
conference again after an acrimonious 
debate in the Senate. There is little 
doubt that its return was made compul- 
sory by certain changes the conference 
deemed necessary, but which were 
shown to be ridiculous once the search- 
ing debate laid them bare. The princi- 
pal cause for complaint was the sub- 
stitution of an iron-clad anti-pass 
clause, prohibiting the issuance of free 
transportation even to railway em- 
ployes. The folly of this radical action 
was shown up in the Senate when it 
was declared that under the new pro- 
vision the crews of trains would have 
to purchase tickets before they could 
go out on the road in pursuance of their 
duty. As a result the Kentucky and 
Tennesssee Congressmen were inundat- 
ed by telegrams from railroad employes 
in their States. There are several j 
other changes in the bill that have 
aroused criticism. The conferences 
plainly exceeded their authority in in- 
I jecting new legislation into the bill, 

I th 3 Republicans and Democrats alike 
I join in repudiating their action. The 
^ unfortunate feature of the affair is 
that ft may result in reopening a ques- 
* tion thought settled. 

I The fact that the militia of Kentucky 
I is about to go into camp of its own, ac- 
I coridng to Governor Beckham, will not 
admit of that state’s soldiers joining 
\ the regulars in the joint camp at In- 
i dianapolis. The War Department 
I regrets that the Kentuckians will be 
I absent, for important results are ex- 
I pected from the joint camps. 

[ Now it is the ex-slaves that want to 
raid Uncle Sam’s strongbox. A* com- 
i mittee from the Ex-Slaves National 
I Convention called on Vice President 
I Fairbanks this week and presented a 
I petition containing thousands of names,' 

^ requesting that Congress enact legisla- 
tion. It is said that many of the 
' signers are whites, who believe that 
such pensions would increase the circu- 
I lation of money in the South and at the 
, same time relieve many sections of the 
support of these negroes. 

Members of the Senate press gallery j 
are singing a song to the tune of 
“Everybody Works But Father’’ which j 
is causing much amusement among 
members of both houses of Congress. 
It deals with incidents of the adminis- 
tration that have marked the present 
term as one of the most strenuously 
sensational in years. The last verse 
to be added runs : 

“Everybody lies but Roosevelt, 

And he lies around all day. 

They think he’s made of iron , . 

But he’s only common clay.’’ 

The chorus to this verse is differently 
phrased from the others, to carry out 
the beautiful sentiment. It goes : 
“Tillman— Bailey— Chandler, 

By them our idol fell. 

Oh, everybody lies but Roosevelt ; 
They do, like — ’’ (Pause, and them 
basso) “Oh, Well!’’ 

This touching and poetic effusion is 
credited to a member of the Gridiron 
Club. The ^supposed author is too 
modest to acknowledge paternity how- 
ever, although President Roosevelt is 
said to have laughed heartily when the 
verse was first brought to his notice. 

The enormous increase in traffic on 
the Great Lakes has encouraged the 
advocates of increased federal activity 
in the development of the nation’s 
waterways. The National Rivers and 
Harbors Congress, which is at the head 
and front of the movement, believes
